MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  covers  the  year  of  office  of  my  predecessor  Dr.  Joan  Cash 
who  resigned  on  obtaining  another  appointment. 

This  report  is,  therefore,  brief  after  this  interval. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  received 
from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  main  causes  of  death  remain  unchanged — circulatory  disease 
and  heart  disease  heading  the  list.  Modern  treatment  is  much  improved 
but  sometimes  changes  of  habits  early  in  life  might  have  prevented  an 
illness  or  catastrophe.  Undue  stress,  lack  of  exercise,  heavy  cigarette 
smoking  all  play  their  part. 

It  is  interesting  to  read  that  no  death  as  a result  of  suicide  occurred 
in  the  District  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  review  of  the  situation 
draws  attention  to  the  increased  volume  of  work  on  housing  in  all  its 
aspects. 

The  rapid  and  extensive  improvements  being  made  both  in  housing 
conditions  and  in  the  environment  are  most  welcome  and  stimulating. 

There  is  always  more  work  to  be  done  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
grant  situation  for  improvements  will  continue  indefinitely! 

It  is  a pleasure  to  have  the  interest  of  members  of  the  Council  and 
their  staff  so  strong  in  health  matters. 

Dr.  Cash  would  wish  to  send  her  thanks  to  all  those  who  were  of 
assistance  to  her  during  her  period  of  office.

Comments 

The  birth  rate  for  the  Rural  District  at  16.9  is  a little  higher  than 
the  rate  for  1970  and  can  be  compared  with  a rate  of  16.0  for  England 
and  Wales.  There  were  24  illegitimate  births  and  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  at  8 is  the  same  as  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  2 
deaths  of  illegitimate  babies.  There  were  6 stillbirths  this  year  compared 
with  only  5 last  year.  Once  again  I am  glad  to  report  that  no  maternal 
death  occurred. 

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  6 deaths  of  babies  under  4 weeks,  I of  which  was  from  a 
congenital  defect.  I think  this  is  very  low  indeed  and  speaks  very  highly 
for  the  maternity  services  in  the  area.

The  death  rate  is  12.2  and  can  be  compared  with  a rate  of  14.1  for  1970. 
There  were  213  deaths  in  1 97 1 compared  with  256  in  1970.  Three  quarters 
of  the  total  deaths  were  over  the  age  of  65  and  the  chief  killers  were 
cardiovascular  and  chest  complaints. 


Cancer 

There  were  37  deaths  from  cancer,  32  of  these  being  over  the  age  of  55. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  cancer  in  children.  There  were  2 fewer  deaths 
from  cancer  than  in  1970.  6 deaths  from  cancer  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung,  4 men  and  2 women.  This  is  a decrease  of  5 on  last  year. 

Coronary  Heart  Disease 

There  were  55  deaths,  38  men  and  17  women,  from  this  increasingly 
common  disease  of  middle  age,  compared  with  59  in  1970.  Of  the  55 
deaths  50  occurred  over  the  age  of  55  and  the  remaining  5 between  the 
ages  of  35  and  54. 

Circulatory  Disease 

There  were  42  deaths  from  diseases  of  this  nature  including  “strokes,” 
mainly  in  people  over  the  age  of  75  — this  is  I more  than  in  1970. 
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Chest  Disease 


There  were  38  deaths  from  chest  complaints  excluding  cancer  of  the  lung. 
12  of  these  were  due  to  bronchitis.  This  is  a decrease  of  5 on  last  year. 
There  was  one  death  from  influenza  compared  with  6 in  1970. 

Miscellaneous 

There  were  6 deaths  from  accidents  — 5 men  and  a young  girl.  Three 
of  the  deaths  were  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  — one  a young  girl  aged 
4 years  of  age.  All  the  remaining  three  deaths  from  accidents  occurred  in 
men  51  years  of  age  and  over.  There  were  no  suicides  reported  this  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 

The  water  supply  to  the  Clowne  Rural  District  is  provided  by  the 
North  Derbyshire  Water  Board.  The  supply  has  been  sufficient  in  quality 
and  quantity  throughout  the  year.  The  Engineer  and  Manager  to  the 
Board  has  very  kindly  sent  me  the  following  report.  I would  like  to  thank 
him  for  this  and  also  for  his  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

The  area  is  supplied  primarily  from  the  Board’s  Manton  works 
augmented  with  a supply  from  the  Bolsover  Moor  Works. 

Currently  water  is  derived  from  two  sources  at  the  Manton  Works, 
after  controlled  mixing  is  passed  forward  to  the  Lowtown  Treatment 
Works  where  softening,  filtration,  recarbonation  and  disinfection  is 
accomplished.  The  treated  water  is  then  supplied  via  covered  service 
reservoirs. 

The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  water  has  been  bacteriologically 
satisfactory.  The  number  of  examinations  involved  in  1971  were: —

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  new  mains  were  washed  out  and 
disinfected  and  samples  taken  to  confirm  the  efficiency  of  the  operation. 
No  other  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  post  treatment  contamination. 

Chemical  results  vary  with  location  due  to  the  fact  that  two  supply 
systems  are  involved  and  approximate  ranges  of  characteristics  are  as

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on  the 
grounds  of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  waters  at  source, 
in  distribution  and  after  overnight  contact  with  lead  service  pipes  have 
yielded  figures  within  the  recently  revised  acceptable  lead  concentration.

of  the 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  SURVEYOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

When  starting  to  prepare  this  my  second  Annual  Report  to  this  Council 
I looked  at  the  year’s  Minutes  to  refresh  my  memory  of  what  had  appeared 
to  be  a very  busy  and  rewarding  year  and  one  has  only  to  scan  the  monthly 
reports  and  minutes  of  the  Council’s  Committees  to  realise  the  wide 
variety  of  work  undertaken  and  completed  by  the  Department. 

Housing  was  again  perhaps  the  most  important  single  item  in  which  the 
Department  was  involved.  A great  deal  of  emphasis  had  started  during  the 
year  to  be  placed  on  housing  improvements  as  opposed  to  clearance  area 
and  demolition  work.  The  Council’s  record  on  improvements  is  second 
to  none  and  the  experiment  of  providing  two  improved  show  houses  in  one 
of  our  ‘twilight’  areas  proved  to  be  a great  success.  Not  only  were  the 
show  houses  visited  by  over  1 ,000  people  interested  in  doing  similar  work 
tojtheir  own  houses  but  adjoining  Local  Authorities  alsosent  deputations  of 
officers  and  members  to  see  the  work  that  had  been  carried  out.  The  time 
involved  in  dealing  with  applications  for  improvements  in  the  private 
housing  sector  greatly  increased  but  this  is  one  aspect  of  our  work  where 
the  end  result  can  be  seen  and  be  appreciated. 

A start  was  also  made  on  preparing  schemes  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Council’s  pre-war  houses  although  it  was  expected  that  the  bulk  of  the 
work  would  be  carried  out  during  1972  and  subsequent  years.  Fortunately, 
the  improvement  programme  is  outside  the  scope  of  the  new  Capital 
Spending  Programme  whereby  Local  Authorities  are  limited  in  the  amount 
of  Capital  that  can  be  spent  on  the  newly  designated  locally  determined 
schemes. 

In  our  endeavours  to  proceed  with  the  general  improvement  area  at 
Creswell,  we  found,  as  had  been  experienced  by  other  Authorities,  that 
although  public  participation  in  this  type  of  work  is  an  essential  ingredient 
if  success  is  to  be  achieved,  it  has  a slowing  down  effect  on  the  programme 
as  a whole  and,  therefore,  our  plans  for  the  general  improvement  area 
during  1971  whilst  making  progress,  did  not  reach  the  level  of  achievement 
that  perhaps  we  had  expected. 

An  added  complication  to  the  Department’s  work  was  the  White  Paper 
issued  on  Local  Government  Reorganization  which  promised  wholesale 
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change  in  both  the  extent  of  the  districts  and  in  the  duties  to  be  undertaken. 
The  Council  also  introduced  into  the  Department’s  workings  a L.A.M.S.A.C. 
Feasibility  Study  into  the  possibilities  of  Bonus  Schemes  for  manual  workers. 
This  has,  of  course,  long  since  been  due  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  ultimately 
a successful  agreement  will  be  reached  so  that  the  Council’s  employees 
can  be  paid  adequately  for  what  is  most  unenjoyable  and  dirty  work. 

My  thanks  once  again  must  go  to  the  staff  employed  in  the  Department 
who  have  worked  conscientiously  and  well  throughout  the  year  and  when 
work  has  dictated  they  have  had  no  qualms  about  working  overtime 
without  pay. 

Dr.  M.  J.  Cash,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  again  kept  fully  in  touch 
with  the  work  and  the  needs  of  the  Department  and,  as  always,  gave 
advice  when  requested. 

The  co-operation  of  the  other  Heads  of  Departments  has  also  been 
good  and  again  my  thanks  to  Mr.  K.  G.  Culverhouse,  the  Clerk  and  Chief 
Executive  Officer,  Mr.  R.  Fearn  the  Treasurer  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Parkes  the 
Housing  Manager  for  their  willing  help  and  encouragement.

HOUSING 

General 

1971  proved  a most  satisfactory  year  for  dwellings  started  and 
completed  and  although  the  level  of  Local  Authority  housing  had  dropped 
to  23  completions,  private  dwellings  rose  from  38  in  1970  to  128  completions 
during  1971.  It  is  expected  that  this  increase  in  the  number  of  private 
dwellings  will  continue  for  some  time  yet  as  varying  factors  are  having  a 
beneficial  effect  on  the  private  dwelling  sector. 

Council  Housing  Development 

The  32  dwelling  houses  at  Ruthyn  Avenue,  Barlborough  were  finally 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the  estate  is  now  a credit  to  the 
Authority  and  to  the  Barlborough  Parish. 


The  19  bungalows  at  Park  Street,  Barlborough  which  were  commenced 
during  1970  were  completed  during  the  year.  These  bungalows  are 
provided  with  a Warden’s  Unit  and  completes  the  Council’s  intentions 
for  providing  one  of  these  units  in  each  of  our  four  Parishes. 

Slum  Clearance 


The  remaining  few  families  from  the  Mount  Pleasant,  John  Street  and 
Cliff  Hill,  Clowne  clearance  area  were  found  satisfactory  alternative 
accommodation  early  in  the  year  and  arrangements  subsequently  made 
for  the  complete  demolition  of  all  the  houses  and  the  outbuildings  which 
brought  a satisfactory  conclusion  to  an  area  which  had  been  one  of  this 
Authority’s  main  housing  problem  areas. 


The  California,  Barlborough  clearance  area  which  had  received 
confirmation  the  previous  year  was  satisfactorily  cleared  of  most  of  its 
tenants,  although  demolition  of  the  houses  was  not  completed  during  1971.

Again,  in  1971,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  improve- 
ment grants  was  seen  which  also  reflected  in  the  number  of  visits  which 
had  to  be  made  on  actual  applications  and  on  prior  advice  before  applica- 
tions were  received  and  this  work  now  appears  to  dominate  the  working 
of  the  department,  particularly  since  the  introduction  of  the  75%  grants 
in  the  intermediate  areas. 

Our  first  general  improvement  area  at  Duke  Street/Duchess  Street, 
Creswell  was  officially  declared  during  the  year  although  a great  deal  of 
survey  work  and  inspection  had  been  carried  out  prior  to  the  report  to 
the  Council  and  the  official  declaration  of  the  area.  This  was  followed  by 
public  meetings  which,  so  far,  have  been  very  successful  and  one  is  thankful 
that  in  the  area  public  participation  has  meant,  in  some  respects,  a saving 
of  work  for  the  staff  of  the  department  and  has  been  productive  of  many 
ideas  which  perhaps  may  not  have  been  introduced  had  the  public  not 
been  asked  for  their  observations.  A great  deal  more  work,  of  course, 
remains  to  be  done  before  the  area  can  be  established  but  it  is  hoped 
that  upon  completion  the  work  will  have  proved  well  worthwhile. 


CARAVANS  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  only  licensed  site  within  the  Rural  District  is  at  Boaler’s  Corner, 
Creswell  where  the  caravan  is  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Misses  Roberts. 

Again,  occasional  problems  were  experienced  with  itinerant  parking 
of  caravans  but  no  legal  proceedings  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year  to 
obviate  these  contraventions. 


NEW  BUILDINGS  INSPECTION 

A total  of  376  applications  for  erection  and  alteration  of  buildings 
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were  received  during  the  year  involving  a total  of  1,537  visits  and 
inspections  by  members  of  the  Department. 

Again,  an  increase  has  been  shown  in  the  work  load  of  the  department 
by  reason  of  the  number  of  applications  received  for  erection  and  alteration 
of  buildings.  This  part  of  our  work  has  assumed  a new  responsibility  as  a 
result  of  the  Bognor  Regis  case  where  the  Local  Authority  was  successfully 
sued  by  a private  owner  alleging  negligence  on  inspection  of  the  dwelling 
in  the  course  of  erection. 

It  had  always  been  assumed  that  the  local  authority  responsibility 
was  to  ensure  compliance  of  plans  with  the  building  regulations  and  that 
no  legal  responsibility  lay  with  the  local  authority  or  its  officers  to  ensure 
that  actual  building  works  were  completed  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
The  difficulties  by  this  decision  of  the  Courts  are  immense  when  one 
considers  the  staff  available  just  cannot,  as  frequently  as  they  would  like, 
visit  the  many  building  sites  and  areas  of  development  that  we  have  in 
this  district. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sowage  Treatment  Plants  discharging  effluent  in  the  Ouse  River 
Authority  Area 

Low  Common,  Barlborough 

This  works  continued  to  function  efficiently  throughout  the  year 
although  the  proposed  alterations  and  improvements  were  not  carried  out. 
No  sample  was  taken  by  the  River  Authority  during  the  year  1971. 

Main  Works,  Barlborough 

No  effluent  samples  were  taken  by  the  River  Authority  during  the 
year  but  the  works  continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Low  Road,  Clowne 

Again,  no  effluent  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  by  the 
responsible  River  Authority  but  there  was  no  indication  that  the  works 
were  not  functioning  satisfactorily  throughout  and  I am  sure  that  the 
effluent  has  maintained  its  previous  good  standard. 

Sewage  Treatment  Plants  discharging  effluent  in  the  River  Trent 
Authority  Area 

Hollin  Hill,  Clowne 

Of  seven  samples  taken  during  the  year  only  one  was  marginally 
unsatisfactory  for  these  works.  The  long  awaited  approval  for  phase  II 
works  at  Clowne  was  not  received  during  the  year  as  expected  but  develop- 

ment  i^s  eing  planned  on  the  assumption  that  this  will  be  forthcoming 
very  shortly.  * 
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Elmton 


The  extended  aeration  plant,  provided  for  this  hamlet,  again  for  the 
majority  of  the  year  produced  satisfactory  effluents  and  of  the  five  effluent 
samples  taken  by  the  Trent  River  Authority,  four  were  very  satisfactory 
and  one  was  unsatisfactory.  This  was  taken  at  a time  when  problems  were 
being  experienced  on  the  maintenance  of  the  plant  and  this,  combined 
with  inclement  weather,  prevented  the  desludging  of  the  tank  when  this 
was  necessary.  Tertiary  treatment  due  to  be  provided  at  the  plant, 
although  approved  by  the  Council  in  principal,  was  not  completed. 

Creswell 

The  Creswell  plant  has  been  one  where  problems  have  been 
experienced  for  some  time  due  to  an  apparent  overloading  of  the  plant. 
Of  the  seven  River  Authority  effluent  samples,  three  were  unsatisfactory 
and  four  were  satisfactory.  It  is  perhaps  pleasing  to  note  that  the  last  three 
taken  have  all  been  of  a satisfactory  standard  which  could  now  be  the 
result  of  our  improved  maintenance  methods  at  these  works. 


Whitwell 

During  the  major  part  of  the  1971  year  improvement  works  were 
being  carried  out  at  Whitwell  and  therefore,  for  a large  part  of  the  period 
at  different  intervals  either  sedimentation  tanks  or  filters  or  humus  tanks 
were  not  in  operation,  and  therefore,  the  River  Authority  effluent  samples 
were  all  unsatisfactory.  The  River  Authority,  however,  were  fully  aware 
of  our  problems  and  showed  great  understanding  whilst  the  improvement 
works  were  being  carried  out.  Upon  completion  of  the  improvement 
works  the  effluent  samples  improved  and  now  are  maintained  at  a 
satisfactory  level. 


Hodthorpe 

This  was  the  one  sewage  works  which  gave  no  problems  during  the 
whole  of  1971  and  all  seven  effluent  samples  taken  by  the  River  Authority 
were  completely  satisfactory,  'i'his,  of  course,  is  what  one  would  expect 
from  a newly  constructed  works  providing  the  standard  of  maintenance  is 
kept  at  a satisfactory  level. 


Southgate  Bungalows 

The  pumping  station  and  rising  main  sewer  serving  these  outlying 
bungalows  again  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and  no 
severe  maintenance  problems  have  been  experienced.

During  the  year  advice  has  been  taken  from  the  Freight  Transport 
Association  on  servicing  and  safety  inspections  and  a system  is  gradually 
being  introduced  whereby  all  the  Council’s  vehicles  are  serviced  and 
inspected  for  all  safety  measures  on  a six  weeks  cycle.  This  has  created 
difficulties  particularly  since  the  maintenance  fitters  involved  are  also 
liable  to  call  out  to  various  other  places  of  duty  such  as  Public  Baths, 
Sewage  Works,  etc.,  and  also  the  likelihood  of  emergency  repairs  being 
needed  are  quite  high  with  the  type  of  work  being  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority.  The  motor  vehicles  (rear  marking)  regulations  came  into 
force  during  the  year  and  all  the  vehicles  affected  were  modified  to  comply. 
Gradually,  due  to  the  Council’s  policy  of  spending  on  new  vehicles  the 
Council’s  fleet  is  taking  on  a more  modern  look  but  further  replacements 
will  be  needed  in  1972  and  onwards  if  this  continued  progress  is  to  be 
maintained. 
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CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 


A gradual  run  down  in  the  number  of  men  employed  on  the  refuse 
collection  service  was  achieved  during  the  year  to  pave  the  way  for  a 
bonus  scheme  to  be  introduced  during  1972  and  in  spite  of  this  cut  in  the 
number  of  manual  workers  a regular  refuse  collection  service  was  main- 
tained. This,  as  always,  is  subject  to  periodic  delays  due  to  many  factors, 
but  the  overall  picture  is  satisfactory. 


An  improvement  at  the  refuse  tip  was  made  due  mainly  to  the  amount 
of  covering  material  which  was  obtained  in  the  form  of  composted  soil  from 
a neighbouring  local  authority.  This  material  can  be  purchased  quite  cheaply 
but  the  high  costs  of  haulage  limit  the  amount  which  can  be  obtained. 


Our  continued  search  for  an  alternative  site  for  refuse  disposal  resulted 
in  planning  approval  being  obtained  for  the  use  of  part  of  the  disused 
Beighton  Branch  line,  a very  deep  railway  cutting,  at  Barlborough,  which 
should  give  the  local  authority  something  like  ten  years  of  tipping  life. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  Control  throughout  the  whole  district  was  carried  out  by  a 
full  time  operative  under  the  control  of  a District  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  complaints  were  dealt  with  promptly  under  all  normal  circumstances. 


Treatments  are  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  to  all  domestic  and  business 
premises,  but  agricultural  holdings  are  treated,  at  request,  on  a rechargeable 
basis  for  time  and  materials. 

All  Council  owned  properties  likely  to  give  rise  to  complaint,  such  as 
sewage  works  and  tips,  are  treated  regularly  to  avoid  infestations  either 
increasing  or  spreading. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council’s  three  atmospheric  pollution  measuring  stations 
continued  in  operation  during  the  year.  In  1970  it  was  stated  that  a small 
but  noticeable  increase  in  sulphur  dioxide  was  being  recorded  progressively 
over  the  years  and  it  is,  therefore,  now  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that 
at  all  three  stations  a slight  reduction  was  recorded  during  1971.

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  1957 


Notices  continued  to  be  served  throughout  the  year  on  owners  of 
abandoned  cars  where  these  could  be  traced  either  by  the  Police  or  Hire 
Purchase  agencies.  Vehicles  not  removed  by  owners  after  service  of  notice 
were  taken  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Barlborough  for  ultimate  breaking 
and  disposal.  The  facility  of  a free  tip  was  available  to  anyone  wanting  to 
dispose  of  unwanted  bulky  house  refuse. 


A significant  increase  was  noticed  during  the  year  of  the  numbers  of 
cars  and  other  vehicles  which  either  we  were  requested  to  remove  or  had 
to  remove  following  service  of  notice. 


Discussions  took  place  during  the  year  on  the  possible  provision  of 
open  containers  in  our  four  parishes  as  a means  of  householders  again 
having  an  opportunity  to  dispose  of  bulky  articles  or  any  other  kind  of 
refuse  not  suitable  for  the  domestic  dustbin  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  only 
limited  experience  had  been  obtained  on  the  working  of  this  scheme. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKET  STALLS  & DELIVERY  VEHICLES) 

REGULATIONS,  1966 


All  vehicles  throughout  the  district  were  inspected  during  the  year  and 
notices  were  served  wherever  necessary  to  bring  standards  up  to  a 
reasonable  level.  Neighbouring  local  authorities  were  notified  of  contra- 
ventions in  vehicles  based  in  their  areas  and  trading  in  this  rural  district. 
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
